the Popular Front is based on the objective of de- 


feating the tactics of the Right, the British Tories 
and Hitler’s agents in France, forces who want to 
isolate the Communists, then the Socialists, in order 
to swing France into the fascist camp. 

. 


Though Deladier is under reactionary pressure he 
is held in tether by the control of the Popular Front, 
whose power is still paramount in the French parlla- 
ment and is growing stronger outside of the Chamber, 
that is, in the trade unions and among the people, 

The overwhelming vote for the Daladier govern- 
ment (576 to 5) is the basic expression of French na- 
tional unity against the provocation of, the fascists 
in Ozechoslovakia, Spain, Tunis and elsewhere and in 
their collaboration with the British Tories. Even the 
U. S. capitalist press is constrained to admit this vote 
is not an endorsement of certain of the trends or 
make-up of the Daladier cabinet, which has in some of 
the-Radical-Socialist- and center ministers a right 
tinge. 

The responsibilities of Blum in helping to precipi- 
pate the present situation which brought about the 
Daladier cabinet, and the antics of certain Socialists 
that aid those -who would split the People’s Front, 
are discussed in today’s Daily Worker in a special 
cable from Paris by Joanny Berlioz, member of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of France. 
Daladier made his chief pleas on the basis of national 
security, which means in France security against the 
encroachment of fascism. 

The popular sentiment behind that demand was 
really reflected in the Communist Party's proposal 
for a national anti-fascist front and a government 
corresponding to it ‘which would include Communists. 
The Daladier government, while politely bowing to 
popular opinion on this question, consists of Radical

Popular sentiment, vigilance on the part of the 
proletariat, and the strengthening of the Popular 
Front can counter the efforts of the enemies of France 
to push the Daladier government to ‘the right. 

Daladier in his ministerial declaration was com- 
pelled to say something about the maintenance of the 
social legislative gains of the Popular Front and to 
promise a firm stand for the.defense of France against 
its enemies, fascism and its allies. 

The major, immediate hopes of fascism were 
thwarted. They expected an open rift, an isolation 
of the Communists, bickerings between the Commu= 
nist and Socialist Parties, and erection of barriers be- 
tween, the two proletarian parties and its Radical So- 
cialist ally in the Popular Front. In other words, the 


~ Rightists anticipated that Communist refusal to vote 


for the Daladier government would actually create an 
unbridgeable chasm in the Popular Front. And the 
enemies of France considered this would be a welcome 
preliminary to civil War. 


The capitalist press 4 not transmit the declara- 
tion of the Communist Party with regard to the 
Daladier government and its statement in connection 
with the vote for the special powers bill. The only 
reference to this important factor in the Paris cable 
is by P. J. Philips, New York Times correspondent. 
He wrote to the effect that the Communist Party 
“made it clear that they did not approve of the gov- 
ernment or its policies but intended to remain within 
the Popular. Front.”
